MAN'S CHOICE AND GOD'S CHOICE. 

The doctyine concerning vocation, as hitherto explained, may thus be 
briefly summarized: 

The ‘invitation to practice the-evangelical céunsels of poverty, chas- 
tity and obedience is extended to every one without exception. If, there- 
fore, we have the proper qualifications and no Obstacle stands in the way, 
we need only to accept the invitation. We may freely take the resolution 
of entering the religious life, determined to conform ourselves to its de- 
mands. Our vocation is thus assured, in so far as it depends upon us, 
although we do not bind ourselves by any pledge. The acceptance of us 
by a religious superior is still required, and with this our vocation is con- 
firmed on the part of those who officially represent the Church. To repeat 
again the words of Lessius: ' 

“If any one takes the determination of entering religion, well ré- 
solved to observe its laws and duties, there ‘is no doubt that this resolu- 
tion, this vocation comes from God, whatever thé circumstances which 
seem to have produced it.” 

The religious state does not presume that perfection has been at- 
tained, but only that we are resolved agg sey: to aim at it with the 
Divine help. 

Coming now to the priestly vocation, we are told in the document on 
this subject, drawn up by a Commission of Cardinals, and approved by 
Pope Pius X, that: “nothing more in the candidate is required than a right 
intention together with a fitness placed in those gifts of nature and grace, 
and confirmed by that probity of life and sufficiency of learning, which 
furnish a well-founded hope that he may be able properly to discharge 
the duties of the priesthood and holily fulfil its obligations.” 

if these conditions are present the candidate for ordination may 
rightly te called by the bishop. This completes his vocation 

But how, the reader may ask, can we reconcile this doctrine with the 
words of Christ addressed to His disciples: “You havd¢ not chosen me, 
but I have chosen you”? The answer is not difficult. 

The resolution to enter the religious state or the holy priesthood, was 
possible only by the help of supernatural grace. Though the person tak- 
ing it may not have been sensibly aware of the Divine assistance, that 
grace was given him before he was able to come to his happy decision. 
God's grace accompanied his deliberations and enlightened and strength- 
ened him in making his sublime choice. The maiden who haf chosen the 
cloister for her blessed lot, the youth who has determined to consecrate 
his life to God, have both freely taken their resolution, yet it was none 
the less true that God has chosen them for His own, since without His 
efficacious grace they could never have taken that step. 

Hence, we see the need of prayer, both on the part of the children, 
and likewise on the part of parents, that God’s grace may descend in 
double and in ten-fold measure upon children and parents. For both 
alike are blessed in the vocation that is given. [t comes as a benediction 
for the entire family, and true Catholic parents know how to prize it at 
its true value.
